without the advice of a 
physician. 
You may obtain 
these drug items at a phar­ 
macy, or they may be left­ 
overs from a previous treat­ 
ment. 
In 
either 
instance, 
they may be dangerous. 
When you use a left-over 
prescription, you may be us­ 
ing the wTong drug for the 
illness you are treating. It 
could make you worse. 
Borrowing drugs 
from 
a 
friend because they 
‘look 
like” those given you by a 
physician also can be danger­ 
ous since many pills and cap­ 
sules look alike. Even if you 
got 
the 
correct 
drug, 
the 
strength of the tablet may he 
different 
from that which 
you need. 


Changing tablets from one 
container to another for stor­ 
age can lead you to take the 
wrong drug. The result could 
be a disaster. 
One reason for indulging in 
self-medication is 
that you 
have a stock of drugs in your 
home. Most are built up by 
failure to complete a course 
of medication on a doctor’s 
prescription. The presence of 
a 
large stock 
of 
assorted 
drugs in your home is a haz­ 
ard. In addition to the temp­ 
tation 
for 
self-medication, 
there’s the possibility that a 
child — your o w t i or a visitor 
— may spot them and think 
they are "pretty' colored can­ 
dies.” Children have a habit 
of getting into things they 
shouldn't. Discarding unused 
drugs is good medicine. 
Specific drugs are used to 
treat specific diseases. Even 
in a particular group of simi­ 
lar drugs, one of these drugs 
may be more effective against 
any particular disease. Your 
doctor is the best judge of the 
particular drug. 
Special care should be ta ­ 
ken with antibiotics. 
You 


should never administer them 
to yourself and you should al­ 
ways take them exactly in 
accordance with the instruct­ 
ions of your physician. If you 
have any antibiotics left over 


after a course of treatment, 
destroy them since they have 
only a limited period of ef­ 
fectiveness.

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Survey Shows Number of Miles 


Of Roads En Each County Precinct 


What precinct 
in Jones 
County has the largest num­ 
ber of miles of roads to be 
maintained? 
This question has been asked 
and discussed many times, ev­ 
en by the county commission­ 
ers themselves. No agreement 
could be reached. 
The commissioners now are 
studying plans to redistrict 
the county’s precincts and in 
order to have accurate fig­ 
ures, maps were ordered pre­ 
pared to provide the infor­ 
mation. 
Lee Jacobs, who keeps the 
county’s ad valorem tax roll 
up to date, was employed to 
do the job. Mr. Jacobs is a for­ 
mer employee of 
McMorries 
and Co., the firm which made 
the county revaluation sur­ 
vey and who contracted to 
keep the survey current. 
Several 
interesting 
facts 
were brought out in the road 
survey. The number of miles 
of paved roads 
within the 
county is just about evenly 
divided.
